They were fully informed as to the position, 
and were told hy the Commissioner that they 
must register as an independent society in

society. They were, in fact, not registered 
until the year 1925. So far as the formalities 
and compliance with the law were concerned, 
the il had ample notice of what was 
necessary for them to do. They aeiiberately 
refused to do it, and did not register them- 
selves in Great Britain until two years after 
the passing of the Act. 

That was not all. The society gave power 
to the executive to appoint. juvenile collectors 
for the juvenile fund; but up to the last 
return made by the society, on the 3lst 
December last, there was no such fund shown 
to be in existence. They did not have any 
juvenile fund, and no payments had been 
made to collectors. No one of the numerous 
branches made any mention of a collector, 
nor was there any payment to a collector 
shown in any of the returns. He had been 
told, however, that, in point of fact, house-to- 
house collections were being carried out. To 
accept the amendment, therefore, would be 
to whitewash certain irregularities of pro- 
cedure with regard to this juveiile trust. To 
accept this amendment would be to alter the 
whole character of the bill, which was con- 
fined to enlarging the definition of the general 
society. 

Mr. R. Davies said that the information 
supplied to him did not tally with what had 
been stated by Mr. McNeill, but under the 
circumstances he would not press his amend- 
ment.

RENTS OF LABOURERS’ 
COTTAGES IN KERRY. 


A SERIOUS SHORTAGE, 

At a specialymeeting of the Kerry County 
Board of Health, held at Killarney, the Secre- 
tary reported that he had discovered defalca- 
tions, amounting roughly to £400, in respect 
of rents of labourers’ cottages in the Castle- 
island area of the Tralee Council. Legal

DERRY CLERGYMAN AND 
RECENT STATEMENTS. 
Preaching at Carlisle Road Presbyterian 
Church, Derry, last Sunday, the Rev. David 
Hay, M.A., referred to the decision of the 
Temperance Conference two months ago to 
make local option an issue in Nertbern Ire- 
land in 1929, and said that 1929 was the 
year selected, because it was the centenary 
of the temperance movement in Ireland. He 
thought the decision of that conference was 
also responsible for the pronouncement made 
by Sir James Craig at Newry. Captain 
Dixon, in his statement, made confusion 
worse confounded when he said that if the 
temperance party made local option an issue 
at the next election Sir James Craig would 
resign.

CHAMBER MUSIC. 
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PIANOFORTE AND ’CELL 
RECITALS, ' 


There are no more pleasing recitals in the 
gramme than those which are given hy 


Twelvetrees. At the two recitals given yester- 
day these players once again provided excel- 
lent entertainment. Long since they have 
come to a perfect understanding, and it was 
delightful to listen to the easy and fluent 
exchanges and ensemble they maintained. 


There was no suggestion of either arts. 


obtruding itself. Even in those deep lower 
passages for the ‘cello in the opening move- 
ment of the Brahms Sonata in F there was 
no difficulty in following the threads, so 
delicately did the pianist respond. It was 
merely one instance of the perfect balance 
and unanimity of the artists. The treatment 
of the Brahms Sonata was beautifully 
coloured, especially the second movement, 
which brought out an exquisite appealing 
quality from. the ‘cello and delicate tone from 
the piano. 

Mr. Twelvetrees had already created a pro- 
found impression by his playing of the Sonata 
in E major (Valentini-Salmon) and the Inter- 
mezzo from Lalo’s Concerto. In the former 
there was opportunity for the display of his 
great technique, and one admired his treat- 
ment of the allegro movements, In the 
second piece there came through a beautiful 
singing quality. 

ommendatore ‘Esposito’s own composition, 
the Sonata in D, Op. 43, for ’cello and piano, 
was an interesting study. There was a 
stately grace about the slow movement which 
was heightened by the sparkle of the succeed- 
ing allegro. 

At the evening recital the programme was 
devoted entirely to Beethoven, the works 
being the Sonata in F, one of his earlier eom- 
positions, the Sonata in C sharp minor, 
popularly known as “The Moonlight Sonata,” 
and, as a final offering, the Sonata in A, 
Opus 69, which is regarded as one of the 
greatest of Beethoven’s compositions. 

Commendatore Esposito and Mr. Twelve- 
trees have played this sonata so frequently 
that they have brought its interpretation to 
the point of perfection, so intimate are they 
with every shade and phase of it. It was a 
age tone picture in their hands las 
night. 

hose who listened to the Commendatore’s 
laying of the Moonlight Sonata must have 
elt unboynded admiration for the veteran 
musician. How many recalled that so far 
back as 1910 he gave a recital before the 
Royal Dublin Society in connection with the 
Chopin Centenary? And now, at the ripe 
age of seventy-one, he commemorates the 
Beethoven Centenary, and by his masterly 
hapdling of the Moonlight Sonata preves 
conclusively that he has lost none of his 
brilliant and expert touch. One liked the air 
of calm contemplation of the opening move- 
ment, the dancing pace of the al egretto, 
leading on to the more hurried rhythm of the 
finale.

Peril in China. 

Europe's indifferent, and even half- 
amused, attitude to the marchings and 
counter-marchings of rival war lords in 
China will be shattered by the latest 
telegrams. It the 
orggnised movement against the Western 
Powers «has assumed truly . formidable 
proportions. We have recorded in recent 
weeks the steady advance of the southern, 
or Cantonese, armies into Central China. 
The collapse of Wu Pei-fu’s forces gave 
them possession of Hankow; afterwards, 
through Sun Chuan-fang’s refusal, or 
inability, to resist them, they gained a 
footing in Kiangsi, from which they 
threaten all the maritime provinces. By 
these victories the “Red armies now 
control a long stretch of China's main 
attery of trade, the great Yangtze River. 
Their power extends from Szechuan to 
Hankow, where during the past weck they 
have made a virtual declaration. of war 
There are 
French 
Japanese—and the invading forces 


is now clear that 


on the foreign Concessions. 
three . such. Concessions—British, 
and 
have announced a general 
boycott, which will begin next Saturday 
against the British and French, and have 
begun already against the Japanese. The 
boycott means that no Chinese will be 
permitted to work for foreigners in any 
if it becomes 
effective, will paralyse all foreign shipping. 
The Concessions are threatened not only 
with lack of food and with loss of trade, 
but with peril to life itself; for anti- 
foreign rioting has begun at Hankow. 
Furthermore, the Cantonese have an- 
nounced their intention to seize the 
Customs service in accordance with their 
plan to repudiate the treaties and to 
expel all foreigners from China. The 
three Concessions are storing food sup- 
plies against a possible siege and are 
organising bodies of volunteer police ; and 
the British community has sent an urgent 
appeal to London. Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
answering questions in the House of 
Commons yesterday, did not try to 
conceal the gravity of the situation: Delay 
to protect the Concessions at Hankow 
might have the worst developments at 
Nanking and at Shanghai, where native 
feeling is in a state of dangerous excite 
ment. 

Hitherto Europe and the United States— 
we shall not add Japan, whose counsels 
are inscrutable—have allowed their minds 
to dally with two hopes. The one was 
that the Cantonese forces would lose 
strength as they travelled farther from 
their base, and probably, before they 
could reach Peking, would be crushed by 
the united armies of Chang Tso-lin, Wu 
Pei-fu_ and Sun Chuan-fang. The other 
hope was that, even if the “ Red” armies 
should conquer the whole of China, they 
soon would discard their redness, and 
discuss reason- 
able terms of settlement with the 
Western Powers. The one hope, we 
fear, may be doomed to failure, 
since the performances of the northern 
armies inspire, no confidence, and 
Chang Tso-lin is not backed by a united 
Jepan. The other hope no longer 
can furnish any “excuse for imaction by 
Europe and the United States. In the first 
place, even if the suggestion that, after a 
“ Red” triumph, the extremists would 
be expelled from favour represents the 
honest purpose of the Cantonese leaders,

Great Britain 
cannot afford to wait fora Chinese 
reaction against Bolshevism; and if, in 
face of the present crisis, the Western 
Powers still refuse to formulate a joint 
policy and to take united action, 
she must act alone. Her first duty 
is to her nationals who are in peril on 
the Yangtze: she must organise immediate 
and ample measures for their protection. 


Mr. Lloyd George’s Future. 


The future career of Mr. Lloyd George 
has been the subject of much discussion 
recently in British political circles. Since 
the downfall of the Coalition Government 
his fortunes have been on the wane. He 
deliberately destroyed the once great 
Liberal Party, reducing it to a condition 
of utter impotence for his own political 
ends ; but, unfortunately for his ambitious 
plans, he cut off the bough that supported 
him, and became an almost negligible 
factor in political affairs. His fall at one 
time seemed to be complete. This man of 
dynamic personality, who achieved such 
wonderful success during the dark days of 
the war, appeared to have lost all his 
driving power and to have degenerated 
into a merely querulous critic. Of 
recent months, however, the ex-Premier 
has been making a determined effort to 
recapture his lost position. After the 
general strike he challenged and overcame 
the Liberal leadership of Lord Oxford, and 
to-day he is the undisputed leader of the 
sorry remnant of British Liberalism. At 
each end of the party there have been serious 
defections. Some have joined the Conser- 
vatives, others have deserted to Labour ; 
but Mr. Lloyd George now commands the 
allegiance of all those who profess and 
call themselves Liberals. He controls also 
substantial funds, 
general election, which will be held in 
1929,- his undoubted political ability will 
constitute a force that cannot be left out of 
Mr. Lloyd George sees that the old 
Liberal Party cannot be revived in his 
time. His widely advertised land cam- 
paign has failed to stir the imagination of 
the British people, and his programme 
contains nothing that is not . embodied 
already in the policies of Conservatism 
and Labour. For that reason he is con- 
templating an astute political move, which,

Schools and Unions. 


Speaking at Kingstown last night, Sir 
Henry McLaughlin deplored the passing of 
craftsmanship and the consequent decline 
of human capacity. He recommended two 
remedies for the dearth of skill in the 
wage-earning classes—a reform of educa- 
tion whereby young people would be taught 
to admire craftsmanship, and action by 
the trade unions to refuse admission to 
workers indifferent to the demands of good 
workmanship. These remedies are related 
to each other; for both propose to attack 
the problem by reviving the spirit of the 
craftsman. Some time ago the boys in 
certain Dublin schools were set to write 
essays on the advantages of education, and 
several of the competitors hit upon the 
same creditable notion—that a good educa- 
tion was desirable, since it would enable 
the possessor to obtain an easy and well- 
job. When schoolboys think in 
these terms it is not remarkable that in- 
dustries cannot find intelligent and efficient 
operators. In the countryside the same 
mental rot may be observed. A highly- 
skilled country weaver, whose fabrics are 
prized by persons of taste at home and 
overseas, remarked that he could find no 
apprentices to keep the loom busy. 
Formerly lads would present themselves as 
anxious.candidates for the learning of the 
weavers’ mystery ; but now they preferred 
to sell their muscles in - unskilled 
labourers’ work in the Scottish minefields 
or on the docks of Liverpool. Parents 
have no higher ambition for their children 
cg the young people for themselves; for 

s too, Dever were taught at school the 
dtantls of the crafisman and the happi- 
ness. of skilled toil. Trade unions ought 
to strive to do what hitherto schools have 
neglected. They have their lectures in the 
abstractions of economic theory, Why 
cannot they ‘have their classes in handi- 
craft and commercial subjects?

Many 
readers will recall that epical gathering of 
the broken clans in “The Last of the 
Mohicans,”’ at which the tribal patriarch 
chanted the story of the lost hunting 
ground and the passing of the race before 
an invasion as ruthless as the hand of 
destiny.

THE PUBLIC SAFETY BILL. 

In five weeks’ time the state of national 
emergency which. Parliament has proclaimed 
to be in existence in the Free State comes to 
an end unless the Executive Council, by a 
further proclamation, decides upon its con- 
tinuance for another three months. 

‘Tt is to be hoped,” said a prominent 
meinber of the Labour Party to me yester- 
day, ‘‘that the Government will be less im.

immediate past, and that if the present state 
of ‘emergency’ is to continue its continuance 
will be inspired by a sane conception of the 
facts. The introduction of the Public Safet

INCOME TAX DEMANDS 
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U.S. SHIP BROUGHT TO 
QUEENSTOWN, 

After she, liad been towed for a distance 
of 800 miles, the American Shipping 
Board steamer Suwarinco, 3,253 tons 
gross, arrived in Queenstown yesterday 
in tow of the Dutch tug Zwartezee. __ 

The Suwarinco was 1,600 miles east of 
Cape Race when, on November 14th, she en- 
countered terrible gales and mountainous 
seas, which smashed the lifeboats and 
deck fittings. Huge seas broke the rudder- 
head, leaving the ship helpless. 

Wireless messages for assistance were 
sent out, and were answered by the Dutch 
tug Zwartezee, which left Queenstown on 
the 20th inst., and came up with the dis- 
abled vessel on Wednesday last. Then 
the long towage to Queenstown com- 
menced, and both rescuer and rescued 
arrived in Queenstown, fortunately with- 
out further mishap, although weather 
conditions were far from favourable.

There is much uncertainty here as. to 
the number of British oil firms which 
have complied with the Mexican. law re- 
quiring an announcement before January 
Ist of their willingness to convert their 
holdings into concessions. valid for fifty 
years; and some doubt- as to the 
authenticity of a later report, which says 
that a number of British applications 
thus made were subsequently withdrawn. 

Under the advice of the State Depart- 
ment no American firm has .yet gone 
through these prescribed formalities, but 
there is evidently some anxiety whether 
the British example might not be fol- 
lowed.. 


Questions arising out of the Imperial 
Conference were raised in the House of 
Commons yesterday.

THE KING’S TITLE. 
Later Viscount Sandon asked the Prime 


Minister why, under the terms of the 
report of the Inter-Imperial Relations 
Committee, it was proposed to single out 
for inclusion in the title of the King, the 
name Ireland alone of all the Dominions, 
seeing that the status of all the Dominions 
was the same? 

Mr. Baldwin—The question of my noble 
friend is based on a misapprehension. 
Although the Irish Free State has 
Dominion status, Ireland, which includes 
Northern Ireland, is not a Dominion. As 
has already been announced, the proposed 
title does not purport to define the various 
political units composing the Empire, but 
is a descriptive title on geographical lines 
of the various territories of which His 
Majesty is King. The proposed form is 
regarded as an accurate geographical 
description of those territories, while in- 
volving a minimum of change in His 
Majesty’s title, as at present by law 
established. 

Viscount Sandon—Is it not more appro- 
priate to link up Northern Ireland with 
Great Britain, and say ‘‘The United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland,” and treat Ireland like Australia 
and Canada? i 

No answer was returned. 


The coal situation in Dublin and the 
Free State has now definitely eased, and 
an official of the Ministry of.Indusiry and 
Commerce told an Irish Times representa- 
tive yesterday that there was no further 
tear of a shortage this winter. He antici- 
pated that within the week there would be 
a sufficient quantity of coalavailable to 
supply the needs of all. 

The port of Dublin was at present 
“simply packed ” with coal ships from 
America and the Continent. On last 
Saturday about 20,000 tons of coal arrived, 
and over the week-end seven colliers with 
10,000 tons of coal and briquettes came 
into the river. 


ENGLISH COAL. 


Referring to the removal of the restric- 
tions on the importation of English coai 
to the Irish Free State and Northern Ire- 
land, he stated that, although this order 
took effect yesterday, yet it was very 
doubtful. whether it would be possible to 
obtain coal for importation for some little 
time to come. The coal merchants in the 
city had had a few small orders taken in 
one or two ports in Wales. They did not 
know, however, when to expect delivery. 
It was probable also that the coal, when it 
arrived, would be of very poor quality; 
for in the beginning the miners would be 
more or less cleaning up the mines after 
the long stoppage. 

All precautions had been taken to pre- 
vent a recurrence of a coal shortage. im, 
Dublin, this official remarked, and they 
were keeping an eye on the foreign, as well 
as the British, markets. 


THE DANGER IN BRIQUETTES. 


His attention, he continued, had been 
drawn to statements that the German 
coal briquettes were very dangerous, 
and, in support of these statements, 
reference had bétn made to the fires which 
bad occurred in two of the German 
colliers carrying cargoes to Dublin 
of these briquettes. The cause of the fires 
on these ships was due to the fact that 
there is such a great demand for briquettes 
that the German factories had to put 
them aboard ship while still hot, with 
the result that in a close confined space 
they had caught fire from slow combustion. 
Once, however, the briquettes were dis- 
charged in the coal yards and allowed to 
grow cold there was no danger of their 
going on fire from combustion. 

There was no fear that, when cold, they 
would go on fire in domestic coal cellars. 
Briquettes will not explode when in the 
fire grate, and it is only when they are 
stirred or broken with a poker that they 
spark. 


A WORD TO HOUSEHOLDERS. 
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This message is significant. In it may 
be read a termination of a protracted 
struggle for supremacy in the South 
American meat trade, which has caused 
much anxiety. A great deal will depend 
upon the terms, but the idea that a settle- 
ment was pending has been gaining ground 
recently. When a few years ago Lord 
Vestey’s interests acquired a big stake in 
the Argentine meat trade on British ac- 
count, it was not long before the competi- 
tive element with the United States be- 
came apparent, and many minor under- 
takings suffered serious set-backs owing to 
the predominating influence of the power- 
ful parties. 

Should the terms mean a free market in 
Argentine once again, then several of the 
lesser companies will be afforded oppor- 
tunity to operate again under normal con- 
ditions.

PROMOTION FOR GENERAL 
SIR C. W. JACOB. 


The King has. approved of the promotion 
to the rank of Field-Marshal of General 
Sir Claud W. Jacob, G.C.B., K.€.8.I.; 
K.C.M.G., Indian Army, in succession, to 
Field-Marshal Sir Arthur A. Barrett, 
G.O.B., G.C.S.IL., K.C.V.O. (deceased). 

Sir Claud Jacob, who now attains the 
highest military rank, is Military Secre- 
tary at the India Office. Born in 1863, 
most of his Army career has been spent in 
India, where from 1920-24 he was Chief of 
Genera] Staff. In the latter year he was 
appointed General Officer Commanding-in- 
Chief. the Northern Command, India, and 
in 1925 Commander-in-Chief in India. 

During the Great War his distinguished 
services brought him important promotion, 
frequeht mention in despatches, and nfany 
decorations, both British and foreign. In 
1920 he became a full General. 

By this latest promotion the Indian 
Army enjoys the unusual distinction of 
having two Field-Marshals—the ' present 
Commander-in-Chief in India, Sir William 
Birdwood, having been promoted to this 
‘rank early last year. 

There are eleven Field-Marshals on the 
Active . List of the British Army, the 
senior being the Duke of Connaught, who 
was appointed in 1902. Of the remaining 
ten, three—the Emperor of Japan, the 
King of the Belgians, and Marshal Foch— 
may be described as honorary. 

Of the seven distinguished’ British 
soldiers who have won their way to this 
great rank by distinguished service in the 
field, the down is Lord Methuen, 
Constable of the Tower of London, who 
was appointed in 1911.

CRITICISM OF ECONOMY 
CAMPAIGN. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 


WASHINGTON, Monday. 

President Ooolidge’s economy pro 
gramme has brought him into conflict 
with high. officers of the Army and Navy 
over the question: whether the land and 
sea defence of the United . States is 
deteriorating. ‘The P¥esident was recently 
quoted as being satisfied with the state of 
the national defence, which he considered 
to be quite adequate for a peace-loving 
nation on good terms with all foreign 
Powers. 

His statement brought strong complaints 
from several high officers that both the 
Army and Navy have been badly crippled 
by the President's economy régime. : 

One high naval officer, who asked that 
his name be withheld, told me to-day that 
the United States would be at a great 
disadvantage if war were forced on the 
country. Both the naval and air equip- 
ment, he said, were inadequate for proper 
defence, while the strength of the Army 
was greatly below the parity necessary 
for a world Power like the United States. 

He pointed out, however, that the naval 
and air inadequacy was the most serious, 
because of America’s great coastline,

MR. HARRY NICHOLLS. 

Mr, Harry Nicholls. the well. known 
comedian, whose name was so long - ociated 
with Drury Lane, died in London yesterday, 
aged 74 years, Educated at the City of Lon- 
don School, he made his first appearance on 
the stage in 1870, and four years later he 
first played in London at the Surrey Theatre. 
It was under Augustus Harris that he 
joined the Drury Lane Theatre in July of 
1880, playing in his own farce, *’Timson’s 
Little Holiday,” which afterwards was known 
as “Jane.” ‘For thirteen years almost with- 
out intermission he played the principal 
comedy parts in the various dramas and 
pantomimes at Drury Lane.

The period, 14-16 years of age, 
for rural areas, needed a district continuation 
day school, part time., This school should be 
held for one hour per day. Two hours 
could be given on Saturdays, preferably in 
the forenoon. Boys should attend this con- 
tinuation school during the winter half year, 
15th October to 15th March; girls should 
attend from 18th March to 14th October. 

The curricula might be :— 

(a) For boys: (1) Practical mathematics; (2) 
rural science (field); and (ó) Irish 
language and Irish music. (b) For girls: 
(1) Practical mathematics; (2) rural 
science (house and yard); and (3) Irish 
language and Irish music. 

The rural continuation school should have 
the same programme, replacing rural science 
hy a selected local industry. The teachers 
for these schools should be national] teachers, 
specially trained, after 4 or 5 years’ of school 
experience. The salaries of these special 
teachers should be based on: (a) their 
rdinary work; (b) an extra payment of one- 
third the ordinary salary for this special 
work. General and technical education in 
lreland should not be “mixed ” at the 
primary age.

RURAL SCIENCE. 

It was hoped that the new programme 
would produce a more uniform standard in 
the general education of children leaving the 
primary schools. The vast majority of those 
who engaged in agriculture passed direct from 
the primary schools to employment. They, 
therefore, had no preliminary vocational 
training whatsoever. They were left to pick 
up the traditional practice of their fathers 
without being able to distinguish between 
good and bad, and without any but hap- 
hazard knowledge of the science which they 
applied. Every course in rural science should 
include handicrafts as a subject.

“ THE BARRICADES” AT 
GRAND CENTRAL. 
Those who have seen “The Soul of 
Humanity,’ the first portion of the filmed 
edition of Victor Hugo s great book, “‘ Les 
Miserables,” will find much to interest them 
in “The Barricades,’’ which is on exhibition 
this week at the Grand Central Cinema and 
the Tivoli Theatre, Dublin. In the latte 
house there is a specially staged prologre. 
“The Barricades” deals with the second 
part of the book, which tells of the stormy 
days of the French Revolution round about 
the vear 1830. and in many respects it lends 
itself more readily to the screen than did ihe 
first part of the book. It is fuil of action, in 
the narrower sense of the word, tn contrast 
with the first portion, which dealt more tn 
timately with the psychology of the various 
characters. “There are vivid scenes in which 
one gets a glimpse of that mvsterious, seeth- 
ing underworld of Paris. with its thieves 
kitchens and Apache haunts,,in which the 
denizens really live as sewer-rats, One of the 
big scenes is that showing the escape of Jean 
Valjean through an underground waterway 
carrying the unconscious young lover, Martus, 
from the street barricades. It is a wonderful 
piece of photography. The street fighting is 
very well handled, and there is no doubt nf 
the whole-hearted manner in which ‘the 
participants throw themselves into the task. 
There are plenty of hard knocks. The crowd 
scenes are as good as any that have yet been

Sir Henry McLaughlin last might lectured 
on “ Craítsmanship ' in the Lecture Hall, 
Kingstown. The Rev. Louis Potter, C.C., 
presided, . 
The lecturer said that to-day they practi- 
cally had no such thing as craftsmanship, 
though in some of the finer of the art trades 
they still might have craftsmen. In the 
general run of trades, machinery had taken 
such a large place in the output of many 
things that a man could do very well if he 
was a good skilled worker, but craftsmanship 
was a thing that he did not know~- much 
about. Lia boy was going *to become a crafts- 
man he must have hands. Ali the brains in 
the world would never make a craftsman if 
a man was without hands. It was also most 
important that the man should have education 
as well 
The question of craftsmanship must be 
brought right down to the schoolhouses. They 
must always keep in mind in dealing with a 
boy that he was not only the father of the 
man. but was the man who would make the 
nation. They were going to have trouble in 
the trades or in art. or in politics» or in the 
Church if they put round pegs into square 
holes. If ome was asked to take a boy out 
of Artane, they could always tell you there 
what a boy ought to do as well as what he 
wauted to do and what he was 
doing.

Op to recently they had some ree of pro- 
tection, but now any handyman with a certain 
amount of cheek could pretend to act as a 
dentist without committing any statutory 
offence, The prisoner was not a dentist. and 
had no professional qualification; but it 
appeared that he found Dublin a fruitful 
place for defrauding people. He extracted 
teeth from a number of people, from whom he 
received money for new sets, The result was 
that they lost their money and were now 
toothless.
